REMARKS

interview on October 6, 2004. 

At the interview, the following was discussed:

(E) Applicants described the difference between fluorescent and phosphorescent 
materials. Applicants argued that the claim limitation directed to phosphorescence 
distinguishes over Hatwar, which only discloses fluorescent materials.
